WASR sent a little book the other day for
review which Intd to hurey nearly all the
slus that flesh is heir to,

By the neatest possibte dingrams you were
shown how you begnn to hurry and ended
up insane or a murderer or a thief or n
polygamist or a wife-beater.

A friend of mine once remarked to me
that there were only two kinds of hurry.

sweat of thy brow."
That commandment is much easier to

keep twenty-five miles from n rallroad than
n five minutes’ walk from one., For the
reason that no one whoe habitually lives
twenty-flve miles from a rollroad knows
what hurr,r is.

WOULD not live always twenty-five

miles from g place where trains arrive
and depnrt more or less on time, but there
fs no doubt that six weeks of the slow
rhythin of a remote counteyside do give
vou a sane view of time and your relation
o it.

At firet you rebel agalnet the proecrastinn -
tion of overy one,  You have heralded your
coming by glving a program of work and
dates of accomplishment, but on arriving
vou find nothing about the farm is so far
along as you feel you had a right to expect;
nothing 1s quige finished in the garden,
nothing is quite ready to begin a full tide
of housekeeplng about the house, What
have they been doing? Ilow could they he
o slow? What did they mean by being so
negligent ?

With all the left-over hurry in you, you
begin to make up for lost time.. You turn
in yourself nnd hustle every one all nlong
the liue, or try to, hy brightly collecting
promises of work, of instant delivery, of
immediate finishing. And your efforts do
crente a kind of flurry of labor that looks
lke the real thing until the veil is Ufted on
the faree by the best promiser not turning
up and the old wheelbarrow golng to smnsh
under a stone much too large for Its tot-
tery, worn legs, and drought making the
buckwheat planting a sheer waste, and the
tile pipes for the new drealns being stalled
at a railrond junetion in the next county,
and the man who was engnged to do the
porch roof going on o fisling trip of five
tdoys Instead—in foact, your schedule goos to
pleces beennse in the end you go to pleces
and beeome lax from sheer Inability te run
while others saunter, (f for no better reason
than that you look silly and hot and
important and they look =0 wige and amused
nnd care-frec.

AT THE end of six weeks probably the
wood is stneked that onght to have boen
regily  for the cook when you eame, but
meanwhile slie has found a whele pile of
old dry nubbins under the porch floor that
every one had forgotten; the painter has
dune the roof at his ecase on the cool days
and not shortened his lfe for a whim of
vours by painting when the mercury stood
nt W degrees, nnd the wire fence has got
finlshivd on a better line than if they had
followed out youpr written ddrections, And
ercing the error of your bmpatient ways,
vou o swdile indoalgently ot your next gnest
whao poluts opt some much-needed improve-
ment on the old farm and =ays you had
hetter get at the job this week or It wil}

On the Schoolhouse Problem
AH\"!IUU!.II!II'SI‘I within distance

of every child, with a seat there for
every one and no elild compelled to attend
school on a part-time bosls, is the gonl of
Willlam Rowen, president of the Board of
Lducation.

This can best be accomplished, asserts
Mr. Rowen, by bullding smmlh-lj r:vhmﬂ
buildings and more of them. As it is, he
sayx, most of the sehoollonses being built
are of the forty-two-division (classroom)
type, w lierens lie holds that a twenty-two-
division bullding woulid serve the purpose,
golve the urgent problem of overcrowding
and avoid a number of objections to be found
to the larger type of building.

“The smaller type of building,”” says Mr.
Rowen, ‘‘costs about one-hali ns muoch ax
the lurger one, This menns that you could

enasy

build virtually twice os many buildings
with money available ns you cnn if the
larger type I8 chosen.

“The central sectlons of the elty ar

comparatively well provided for, but with
the outlying and suburban seotions, such ps
Germantown, Logan, Kensington, Frank-
ford, Fox Chase, Ryers and Hestonville, the
situation is a Httle different,  In these sec-
tions they are eryving for schools, nwd there
is no question that their cvies are justified,

“Childreen In these sections now have to
walk tein to fifteen squares to sehool,  This
weans o Jot to the Httle one, and when you
eonsider exposure in bad wenther and danger
of aeeldents from automobiles and trolley
enes, this matter becomes one of grent im-
portanee,  There iy nlso the question of
expense where those of little means are con-
cernad, ws the items of carfave and Innch
amount to something, partieuloely if there
are severn! ehildren in the fandly.

CPhese communitics are now doing with
fusuflictent * room apd nuwoy of the sehool
bulldings ure not fit for oceupuney,  They
alsn form w large part of the part-time
sifforers,  Ninee these ontlyving commmunitios
puy thelr full share of the schnol Tax. 1t
weomis o me thot they are equally entitled
with other wsections to have theiv needs
supplied.

“Put there are other factors to consider,
In these davs of chianges and developments
and  improvements, the popuiation drifts
from one part of the city to another.
